The $64,000 question is: 
What happened between Linda 
Lee Walden and William Whit- 
field Il in her apartment at 4423 
Appian Way E. Apt. A, June 10 
1980. 

What is known is Walden, 
who is white, shot and killed 
Whitfield, who was black. 
Although she contended that 
she shot and killed Whitfield in 
self defense, she was con- 
victed and served three and 
one-half years at the Marysville 
Reformatory. Her conviction 
was overturned and a second 
trial was ordered after her 
mother, Lee Walden, covereda 
police report of telephone har- 
rasment that the state said at 
the first trial did not exist. 

A second trial in 1985 
resulted in a hung jury. A jury 
of ten white and two Blacks 
were unable to reach a verdict. 

Two Black jurors voted for 
conviction, while the 10 white 
jurors voted to acquit Walden. 
A juror Terry Philmore said 
shortly after the jury's decision 
in the second trial, “The vote 
was not along racial lines but 
based on what the two jurors 
thought the evidence showed.”

| Tax Reform Act of 1986 


The drive towards a simpler, 
fairer tax code, which began in 
1982 when Senator Bill Bradley 
(D-N.J.) and Representative 
Richard Gephardt, (D-Mo.) 
introduced a radical tax reform 
bill, ended behind closed doors, 
last Saturday, with Sen. Bob 
Packwood (R-Or.) and Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski (D-lIL) presiding. 

Promising to sign into law the 
“Tax Reform Act of 1986”, Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan called it 
.“fairer, simpler for most people, 
one that encourages growth and 
is pro-family.” 

Lofty declarations from 
government officials adorned 
the law's Passage. House 
Speaker Thomas O'Neil! (D- 
| Mass.) said “We're going to let 
= | the American people know that 
* | the legislative process is work- 
* Ting.” Treasury Secretary James 
*: | Baker called it “a historic biparti- 
*Fsan achievement.” They all 
agreed that preferences have 
been eliminated and tax rates 
lowered. 
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While rhetorical rapture rever- 
berates throughout the nation’s 
capital, opinions vary widely on 
the law’s ultimate effect. Most 
experts do agree that the law is 
the most sweeping change in the 
tax code since the income tax 
was instituted in 1913. The bill is 
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One of the most important 
duties of citizenship is almost 
upon us; the November 4 elec- 
tion. However, another date, 
which is just as Critical, is also 
approachiing swiftly; the 
October 6 date to register for the 
election. We are urging all Black 
people of voting age to register 
to vote. 

The stakes are high in this, and 
every other election. Not only 
will the state's voters elect a gov- 
ernor, three Supreme Court 
members, and five other state- 
wide officeholders, but those 
same voters will elect all 99 state 
~q 'epresentatives and 16 of the 
‘4 State's 33 senators. 

Black people have too big a 
stake in the electoral process to 
sit it out. So many of the things 

-4 which affect the lives of masses 
“40f Black people -- whether the 
levels of funding for public edu- 
cation, or welfare benefits, or 
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significant in that it changes the 
focus of the tax code from capital 
to labor. How it will effect the 
process of capital formation 
remains to be seen. 

While thousands of people 
with large incomes will now have 
to pay some taxes, the bill does 
dispel the notion that govern- 
ment hasan “inherent right-to 
confiscate a major portion of our 
earned. income. 

Extra effort by individuals to 
produce more income will be 
rewarded under the new bill. It 
-changes incentives from shelter- 
ing or hiding income, to produc- 
ing more income. 

By defining only two tax 
classes, the bill strikes a mighty 
blow to progressivity, which uses 
economic policy to obtain social 
goals. 

The measure promises to 
broaden the tax base and dis- 
tribute taxes fairly. It makes it 


very Clear that producers, rather — 


than consumers, will be the cor- 
nerstone of the new economic 
agenda. 

If allowed to become fully 
implemented, without change, a 
new group of entrepreneurs will 
emerge. The Tax Reform Act of 
1986 has begun the job of remov- 
ing many unfair obstructions 
from the path to the American 
dream.

programs to assist minority 
businesses, orinitiativesin 
health care -- are developed 
through governmental action. 

A refusal to vote is a refusal to 
get involved in the means to 
change our lives as acommunity, 
and will benefit no one. None of 
us has any right to complain 
about the performance of any 
officeholder, if we have not exer- 
cized our right to vote on that 
officeholder’s performance. 

Voter registration has been 
made quite easy. Not only can 
an unregistered voter sign up at 
the county Board of Elections, 
but also at the county libraries: 
Registration is usually only min- 
utes away, and takes only’ min- 
utes to perform. So, there is no 
excuse that it is too time 
consuming. 

The vote is too precious to 
waste. Register, and vote on 
November 4. 


1 A roof over our heads 


What happens toa family when 
“fits most basic need -- a roof 
“—§ overhead -- is taken away? 

The experience is “extremely 
traumatic,” according to Dianne 
Betsey, whose family, along with 
dozens of other (mostly Black) 
families received eviction noti- 
“i ces from their Maryland. apart- 
ments in 1980 when their build- 
ing went “all adult.” The Betsey 
and nine other families fought 
back, eventually winning a 


July. But they have had to deal 
with the difficulty and inconven- 
ience of finding new homes. 

Too many Black families today 
cannot count on their homes 
being there tomorrow. And most 
families at the lower end of the 
income scale can often do little 
or nothing to fight back. Increas- 
ingly, Black families are caught 
in housing crunch caused by 
many factors they cannot 
control. 

Fewer affordable homes are 
available. Our nation is simply 
not building enough affordable 
mm homes to keep up with the 
»& demand. 
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$125,000 settlement in court last. 


Rising costs and tighter family 
budgets. For the very poor, the 
problem of coming up with the 
rent money or the mortgage 
payment has gotten far worse in 
recent years. 

Persistent discrimination. 
Regrettably, laws against race 
discrimination have not put a 
stop to it everywhere. As 
occurred in a Maryland case, too 
many landlords are now using a 
range of tactics--including a bar 
against families--to keep out 
minorities. 

The Reagan Administration is 
not helping but hurting by dras- 
tically cutting back on housing 
and other help for poor families 
and opposing efforts to streng- 
then fair housing enforcement. 
Our job is to fight back on their 
behalf and to hold our federal 
government accountable to its 
decades-old promise of ‘‘a 
decent home for every American 
family.”

Blacks, Arabs share 


| am a regular reader of the 
Call and Post since it was 
introduced into our area. | 
always believed that the 
newspaper brought our com- 
munity activities into closer 
perspective. But, on Sep- 
tember 11, when | picked up 
the newspaper, | was aston- 
ished to read the headlines 
which read in bold print 
“Black Residents Fear Arab 
‘hit squad” . 

The articles first words 


' read, “rumors of an alleged 


‘hit squad’ consisting of 
younger members of the Arab 
community”. Being a 22-year- 
“old male of the Arab commun- 
ity in Youngstown myself, | 
find it self-destructive for the 
Call and Post to make a 
“rumor story” its main head- 
line. That type of story would 
be expected from papers such 
as the Enquirer and Star. 

The article went on to men- 
tion the tension, in the mid- 
west cities, between the Arab 
and Black people. Neverthe- 
less, those tensions, if they 
exist, should not be made 
larger than they are,-nor 
should they be part of a story 
that deals with a community 
that has an above average 
relationship between its Black 
and Arab sectors. 

Just for the record, | would 
like to touch for a second on 
the constructive and common 
relationship between these 
two oppressed peoples. 

Living inacity depressed by 
an incredible unemployment 
rate and continued layoffs, 
alongside a nation with an 
unreal national deficit, our 
people continue to survive. 

The Black community (esp. 
in Youngstown) has been put 
out of work, after years of 
experience in local steel mills. 
They are forced to face the 
real fact that, while they were 
put into the streets with no 
income, the U.S. government 
continues to open and sup- 
port businesses overseas. 
Also their government con- 
tinues.to pour billions of dol- 
lars into countries such as 
South Africa and Israel, 
instead of using that same 
money for social programs at 
home. 


Likewise, the Arab com- 
munity (esp. the Palestinians) 
are forced with the reality of 
living in exile after being 
forced out of their true home- 
land, Palestine. The Palesti- 
nian community continues to 
struggle in a land that is for- 
eign to them, due to their lan- 
guage barrier and little higher 
education. Because of this, 
many of the first generation 
Palestinians found them- 
selves opening those “mom 
and pop” stores that are men- 
tioned in the article. 

After putting a lifetime of 
savings into those stores, the 
Arab’ community must stand 
by silently while the U.S. 
government sends billions of 


«dollars and tons of military 


uipment to Israel, possibly 
to be used to kill members of 
.their families back home. 

With this one small example

of reality in our community, 
we cancome to grips with why 
some of the “off-the-wall” 
things might be made by the 
storekeepers. Also, after look- 
ing at America’s economy we 
can come to grips with why a 
customer, Black, white or yel- 
low, might try to shoplift a 
pack of lunchmeat. 

This by no means makes an 
excuse for the murdering of a 
member of our community. 
I'm sure Blacks, whites and 
Arabs will do their best to 
push for those responsible for 
the crime to be prosecuted to 
the full extent of the law. 

Nevertheless, both com- 
munities continue to struggle 
and both continue to make 
their struggle public. That is 


‘ where the Call and Post falis 


into place. 

_ This paper should be able to 
see that the murder of a 
grocer, or anyone else for that 
matter, is a product of the 
society in which we live. 
Therefore, making the main 
issue Blacks against Arabs 
only serves to throw gas on 
the fire. «& 

Let's get together to change 
and build our society, let's find 
jobs for our youth, let's clean 
up our community, let's build 
our education system, and 
let's work to take drugs off the 
streets. Only then will we have 
faced the real problems of our 
society, and only then will the 
acts of violence be decreased.

Instead of delivering an 
informative and persuasive 
sales pitch, Norman spent a 
grueling 2% hours dealing with 
the wrath of Urbancrest 
residents. 

A tense and irate Dorothy: 
Dixon, who said her age is 
somewhere between 80-k89 
exclaimed, “This the beefinest 
thing | ever heard of!” She 
became so upset with Norman 
that she attempted to assault 
him with her umbrella. 

The community is fearful 
that this new development plan 
is yet another attempt to get rid 
of the predominately black 
community. Urbancrest and 
Lincoln Heights, near Cincin- 
nati, are the only two predomi- 
nately black cities in Ohio. 

Councilwoman Veronika 
Shepherd insists that “Urbanc- 
rest sits on a very valuable 
piece of real estate. There is 
easy access to an interstate 
highway (l-270), an air field 
(Bolton Field), railroad tracks, 
and acres of vacant land” (the 
land Norman hopes to de- 
velop). 

The community's suspicions 
are further fueled by the mys- 
tery that surrounds Norman 
and his plan. 

Former Urbancrest Mayor 
Vaughn Harrison is against the 
project, for fear that the “emi- 
nent domain powers” that the 
developer is requesting would 
cause Urbancrest dwellers to 
be forced from their homes. 

“Urbancrest is located in an 
area where they (whites) have 
always wanted minorities out. 
The more development 
improves around the area, the 
more they want minorities out. 
Eminent domain would furnish 

them with the vehicle they 
need to ship all black folk out of 
Urbancrest.” Harrison said. 


A summary of Norman's 
proposed Development Plan 
requests council to establish a

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social, and health conditions of 
the village.” 

Norman says Urbancrest 
citizens should not be con- 
cerned about this provision. He 
said he is making a “request” 
that council use its eminent 
domain as a means of “dealing 
with absentee landlords” that 
do not take care of their prop- 
erty; controlling high weeds for 
example. 

Inspite of the community's 
insistence, Norman refused to 
reveal specifics about his 
background or his sources of 
funding; although he says he 
will make this information 
available to the press within 
few weeks. 

Norman was involved with a 
plan in 1981 that bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the pro- 
posed Urbancrest develop- 
ment project. He accused 
Trenton, N.J. officials of ille- 
gally blocking his plan to bring 
a high-technology business to 
an 18 acre Trenton location. 

Norman said the Trenton 

project was halted, because 
“the mayor was a “racist,” and 
the city is run by political 
“clicks.” 
. Now, Norman is threatening 
to sue the City of Urbancrest 
for not honoring a commit- 
ment; a commitment that some 
residents walked away frofn 
the meeting believing was 
signed between Norman, 
Mayor Glenn Seabury, Sr. and 
City Council. 

The commitment Norman 
speaks of is not a binding 
agreement between Norman 
and the City, but an ordinance 
creatingthe Community 
Improvement Corporation 
(CIC) of Urbancrest. 

“The CIC was created to 
bring in jobs and development 


into the village. This is my '

Based on this document, 
Norman is threatening legal

Upon checking with the land 
owners, the CALL & POST 
learned that a bulk of this land 
is owned by the BJR Company, 
Inc.; Urban Hollow, Ltd.; and 
Ronald Scherer, 777 W. Goo- 
dale Blvd. 

Also, the CALL & POST 
pressed Norman to reveal his 
business track record.
